From this Principle it was, that in the 14th of King 
Charles II. a Clauſe was put into the Act of Uniformity, 
That no Minifter whatſoever ſhould be capable of enjoying any 
Office or Benefice in the Church of England, if he were not 
beforehand epiſcopally ordain'd, unleſs he ſubmitted to Re- ordi- 
nation, which all the Miniſters of the Reform'd 
Churches abroad, or thoſe at home, not ſo ordain'd, were 
made uncapable without Re-ordination , whereas there 
was no ſuch Reſtriction laid upon Popiſh Prieſts that came 
over to the Church of England, but they were immediate- 
ly capable of Office and Benefice without it. | 

This has been ſince improv'd by the High-Church Party, 
to unchurch all but the Church of Rome and themſelves: 
ſo that now they openly declare, and boldly maintain, that 
all the miniſterial Acts of the Reform'd Churches abroad, as 
well as of the Church of Scotland and Diſſenters at home, 
are null and void; which is in effect to unchurch and make 
them no Chriſtians. 

This Agreement betwixt our High-Church Party and 
the Church of Rome, in the matter of their Hierarchy and 
Ordinations, appears now, by the ſequel, to have drawn 
on a farther Agreement betwixt them in other Principles, 
which are not only ſubverſive of our Religion and Liber- 
ties, but of all Faith and Truſt betwixt Man and Man.

118. maintains 
that tis lawful for an Eccleſiaſtick or Religious Man to kill 
a Detractor, that threatens to divulge the ſcandalous Crimes 
of his Community or himſelf, when there is no other 
means to hinder him from doing it; as if he be ready to 
ſcatter, his Calumnies, if not ſuddenly diſpatch'd out of 
Caramuel, another Jeſait, ſays in his Fundamental Theo- 
togy, P- 543. That a Prieſt not only may, upon certain oc- 
cCaſions, kill a DetraRor, but that there are ſome wherein 
he is oblig' d to do it. That fame Author, p. 551. makes it

© twixt God and Man; nor is it worthy of eternal Puniſhment.” 
Our Author makes this juſt Reflection npon this Dottrine, 
viz. That they had no regard to the Scandal which this dam- 
nable Paradox might occaſion, by making thoſe, who give 
themſelves up to their Paſhons, believe, that the more impious 
and licentious they are, and the greater and more continual 
their Forgetfulneſs of God be, they are in the leſs: danger of
